The  POPULATION  of  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District  was 
estimated  by  the  method  adopted  b}'  the  Registrar-General  to  be 
23,914  at  the  middle  of  igoo,  showing  an  increase  of  166  since  the 
middle  of  i8gg. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  amounted  to  543,  consisting  of  282  of 
males  and  261  of  females,  and  giving  a  Birth-rate  of  22-7  per  1000  of 
population,  as  compared  with  23'i  in  1899,  and  22'o  in  1898. 

Three  hundred  and  four  deaths  were  returned,  which  consisted  of 
164  of  males,  and  140  of  females.  Of  these  41  occurred  in  Public  Institu¬ 
tions,  and  6  of  these  were  deaths  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District. 

The  D0ath-rate  was  I2’4  per  1000  of  population,  as  compared 
with  I3'6  in  1899  ^  1898. 

Of  the  total  304  deaths,  10  were  caused  by  one  or  other  of  the  seven 
principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  viz.  :■ — 6  by  Diphtheria,  2  by  Enteric  Fever,  and 
2  by  Diarrhoea. 

The  Zymotic  Death-rate  was  0*4  per  1000  of  population  as 
compared  with  [‘3  in  1889  and  o‘8  in  1898. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY,  z.e.,  the  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  i  year  per  each  1000  registered  births  was  lOI  as  compared 
with  156  in  1899  and  98  in  1898. 

During  the  year  1900  the  birth-rate  throughout  England  and  Wales 
taken  as  a  whole  was  28^9;  the  general  death-rate  was  i8'3,  and  the 
Zymotic  death-rate  2'oo  per  1000  of  population. 
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The  rate  of  mortality  amongst  infants  under  i  year  of  age  per  i,ooo 
registered  births  was  154. 


The  vital  statistics  are  of  a  decidedly  satisfactory  character. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

It  may  be  noted  that  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 
has  by  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Extension  Act,  1899  (which 
came  into  operation  on  January  ist,  1900)  been  made  compulsory  in  every 
Urban,  Rural  and  Port  Sanitary  District  in  England  and  Wales. 

Under  these  Acts,  now  together  cited  as  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notification)  Acts,  1889  and  1899,  135  cases  were  reported,  as  compared 
with  163  in  the  previous  year. 

They  consisted  of  37  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  61  of  Diphtheria,  19  of 
Enteric  Fever,  17  of  Erysipelas,  and  one  of  Puerperal  Fever. 

SCARLET  FEVER  fell  from  82  cases  in  the  previous  year 
to  37  in  1900,  which  were  reported  as  follows  :  —

The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type,  and  no  deaths  resulted  from  it. 

One  case  (from  Riverhead)  was  treated  at  the  Sevenoaks  Urban 
Isolation  Hospital.

DIPHTHERIA  showed  an  increase,  rising  from  48  cases  in 
1899  to  61  in  1900. 

The  District  was  for  no  length  of  time  entirely  free  from  the  disease, 
the  maximum  number  of  cases  being  i  i,  in  January.  The  remaining  months 
contributed  February  6,  March  7,  April  7,  May  4,  June  2,  July  2,  August  i, 
September  10,  October  4,  November  2,  and  December  5. 

Only  three  parishes  altogether  escaped,  viz.  :  Cowden,  Hever,  and 
Seal,  and  the  remaining  parishes  contributed  to  the  number  as  follows  : —

The  disease  was  of  an  average  type  and  caused  6  deaths  in  all,  pro¬ 
ducing  a  diphtheria  death-rate  of  o‘2  per  1000  of  population  and  a  case 
mortality  of  9’8  per  cent.

Six  of  the  cases  which  occurred  at  Riverhead  were  treated  at  the 
Sevenoaks  Urban  Isolation  Hospital,  all  of  which  recovered,  and  4  further 
cases,  occurring  at  Westerham,  Brasted,  and  Ide  Hill  (Sundridge),  were 
removed  to  a  cottage  at  Westerham,  which  has  been  rented  by  the  Seven- 
oaks  Rural  District  Council  for  the  purpose  of  isolation. 

One  case  was  removed  to  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Hospital  from 
Shoreham. 


ENTERIC  FEVER.  Nineteen  cases  were  reported,  i  in 
March,  2  in  July,  5  in  August,  9  in  September,  i  in  October,  and  i  in 
November. 


With  the  exception  of  5  cases,  which  were  reported  from  Chevening 
(i),  Penshurst  (i),  Shoreham  (2),  and  Sundridge  (i),  all  the  cases  occurred 
at  Westerham. 


\  wo  deaths  resulted,  one  at  Westerham  on  August  24th  and  one  at 
Chevening  on  November  23rd,  giving  a  typhoid  death-rate  of  08  per  1000 
of  population,  and  a  case  mortality  of  5’2  per  cent. 

The  two  cases  at  Shoreham  occurred  in  members  of  the  same  family. 

Notifications  of  the  first  2  cases  at  Westerham  were  received  on 
July  31st,  one  being  situated  at  Pyw'ell’s  Yard  and  one  at  Hosey  Hill 
Cottages. 

Both  the  occupiers  and  also  the  cottage  itself  at  Pyw^elTs  Yard  were 
in  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  and  subsequently  four  other  members  of  the 
family  developed  the  disease. 

Three  other  cases  also  occurred  at  Hosey  Hill  Cottages,  the  last 
being  notified  on  October  i6th. 

The  other  parts  of  Westerham  at  which  the  disease  occurred  w^ere 
Railw^ay  Cottages,  Lodge  Lane,  London  Road  and  Dunstan^s  Yard. 

The  early  cases  w'ere  of  a  very  infedlive  charadler  and  in  all 
probability  several  spread  by  personal  infedtion,  as  neighbours  went  in  to 
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assist  those  attacked  during  the  earlier  stages  and  subsequently  developed 
the  disease. 

A  thorough  investigation  was  made  with  a  view  of  discovering  the 
origins.  The  milk  supply  and  the  water  supply  were  subjedled  to 
badleriological  examinations  and  were  found  satisfadlory. 

A  detailed  inspeftion  of  the  sewerage  of  Westerham  was  carried  out 
by  myself  and  a  lengthy  report  thereon  presented  to  your  Council,  a  copy 
of  which  was  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Eleven  cases  were  isolated  at  a  house  in  the  village,  taken  by  the 
Rural  Distridl  Council  for  this  purpose.

ERYSIPELAS  produced  17  cases  as  compared  with  28  in 

1 899. 

They  occurred  one  in  each  of  the  months  of  March,  May,  June, 
September,  and  November,  whilst  February,  July  and  December  contributed 
2  each  and  January  and  OCtober  3  cases  each. 

Locally  one  was  reported  in  each  of  the  parishes  of  Otford,  Brasted, 
Weald,  Hever,  Penshurst  and  Leigh,  2  in  Edenbridge,  4  in  Shoreham  and 
5  in  Sundridge. 

Two  deaths  of  adults  were  caused  by  the  disease,  at  Weald  in 
February  and  at  Edenbridge  in  November.

PUERPERAL  FEVER.  One  non-fatal  case  occurred  at 
Westerham  in  November. 
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NON-NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

It  is  very  satisfa6lory  to  record  that  no  deaths  were  caused  either 
by  Measles  or  Whooping-co  igh  throughout  the  year. 

DIARRHCEA  only  caused  2  deaths  in  Odlober  and  November 
at  Otford  and  Edcnbridge,  both  patients  being  infants  under  2  years  of  age. 

INFLUENZA  was  prevalent  during  the  first  two  quarters  of 
the  year,  15  deaths  occurring  during  January,  P'ebruary,  and  March,  and  3 
in  April  and  May. 

Three  occurred  at  Leigh  in  January  and  March,  2  at  Kemsing  in 
January  and  May,  i  at  Otford  in  February,  3  at  Penshurst  in  February  and 
April,  I  at  Seal  in  January,  i  at  Shoreham  in  January,  2  at  Sundridge  in 
January,  and  5  at  Westerham  in  January. 

The  ages  of  the  patients  varied  from  24  years  to  86  years. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  the  following  schools 
were  closed  ; — 

Leigh  Schools,  January  8th  to  February  2nd,  on  account  of  Measles. 

Underriver  Schools,  January  29th  to  February  19th,  on  account  of 
Measles. 

Chiddmgstone  Causew'ay  School,  January  29th  to  February  i6th,  on 
account  of  Measles. 

British  School,  Four  Flms,  April  9th  to  April  i6th,  on  account  of 
Chickenpox. 

Chiddingstone  Hoath  National  School,  April  23rd  to  May  iith,  on 
account  of  Diphtheria 

Fdenbridge  Schools,  May  22nd  to  June  25th,  on  account  of  Scarlet 
Fever. 

Toy’s  Hill  School,  Westerham,  June  14th  to  July  5th,  on  account  of 
Chickenpox. 

Shoreham  Parochial  Schools,  July  30th  to  August  17th,  on  account  of 
Whooping-cough. 

INSPECTIONS. 

A  considerable  number  of  inspections  were  necessary  during  the 
year,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  and  Fnteric  Fever  in  the 
District,  in  addition  to  those  connected  with  the  Temporary  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Westerham,  and  the  examination  of  the  Westerham  Sewerage.

The  bakehouses  and  slaughterhouses  are  under  the  constant  supervi¬ 
sion  of  the  Inspector,  and  no  action  w^as  necessary  to  be  taken  either  with 
regard  to  these  or  with  regard  to  dairies  and  cowsheds. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  come  to  my  knowledge  during  the 

year. 

RIVER  POLLUTION. 

The  case  of  the  pollution  of  the  River  Eden  at  Edenbridge  (Attorney- 
General  V.  Whitmore)  was  heard  before  Mr.  Justice  Mathews  at  Maidstone 
Assizes  in  July,  as  no  agreement  had  been  arrived  at  between  the  experts 
engaged  by  the  Rural  District  Council  and  those  engaged  by  the  owners  of 
the  Tannery.  A  verdict  was  given  in  favour  of  the  Defendants,  and  the 
further  settlement  of  the  question  is  still  pending. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  December  I  made  an  examination  of  the  Otford  and  Chevening 
Water  Supply  and  presented  a  Report  to  your  Council  respedling  the 
matter. 

HOSPITAL  ISOLATION. 

The  plans  for  the  Joint  Hospital  for  infectious  diseases  (to  be  built 

# 

under  the  Isolation  Hospitals  Act,  1893)  for  the  parishes  of  Chiddingstone, 
Cowden,  Edenbridge,  Hever,  Leigh  and  Penshurst  have  been  prepared  by 
the  Architedl  (Mr.  M.  Maberly  Smith)  for  the  reception  of  12  patients 
with  the  necessary  administrative  block,  laundry,  disinfedling  station,  etc. 

An  inquiry  was  held  by  R.  Deane  Sweeting,  Esq.,  one  of  the 
Medical  Inspectors  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  at  Chiddingstone,  on 
November  i6th,  1900,  respecting  the  application  made  to  borrow  the  sum 
of  £^,^00  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  work. 

The  application  was  granted  before  the  close  of  the  year  and  the 
adlual  work  will  shortly  be  in  progress. 

A  small  house  was  taken  at  Westerham  at  the  middle  of  September 
for  the  reception  of  such  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  as  could  not  be  properly 
isolated  and  nursed  at  their  homes. 
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Eleven  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  4  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
successfully  treated  there  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  and  san6lion  has  since 
been  given  by  the  Council  for  the  house  to  be  rented  for  a  further  period  of 
6  months  pending  the  provision  of  a  proper  isolation  hospital  for  which 
there  is  constant  need. 

Mr.  Fowler’s  Report  of  the  work  carried  out  in  his  Department 
during  the  year  is  appended. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Statistical  Tables  at  the  end  of  this 
Report  are  somewhat  different  from  those  of  former  years.  The  four  new 
tables  have  been  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  place  of  the 
two  headed  “A  ”  and  “  B,”  which  were  until  recently  in  use,  with  a  view 
to  facilitate  record  of  a  minimum  amount  of  statistical  information  of  the 
sort  desired  by  the  Board.
